IN THE CLAIMS 

1 18. (amended) A method of producing a composite solid polymer electrolyte 
membrane (SPEM) comprising a porous polymer substrate interpenetrated with an ion- 
conducting material, said method comprising the steps of preparing a mixture of the 
polymer substrate and the ion-conducting material in a common solvent and casting or 
extruding the composite SPEM from the mixture, and wherein the SPEM is substantially 
thermally stable to temperatures of at least about 100°C.
